This is a press book, and the main purpose is to 
help members of press, radio and TV interested in 
doing a pre-season, or early evaluation of the team.

We were asked the same question in 1966 (before 
the Dolphins first season). Our answer was: “We'll 
be competitive!” (Note: The Dolphins were ecom- 
petitive to the point that their three victories in 
1966 were as many as ever won by a first-year 
expansion team.) 

We were asked the same question in 1967. Our 
answer was: “We will be improving, and we will win 
more games than last year!” (Note: The Dolphins 
won four games, and the seven victories over two 
seasons surpassed the initial two-year record of any 
other expansion club.)

position, Bob Griese had an outstanding rookie year, 
His statisties were among the AFL leaders in pass- 
ing, and at one Stage he threw 122 times without 
an interception .. . a new AFL one year record. 
(Note: Griese completed 50.2¢% of his passes—166 
of 331 attempts for 2,005 yeards and 15 touchdowns. 
In 1966, the Dolphins leading passer—Dick Wood— 
completed 83 of 230 passes for 993 yards, four touch- 
downs and a completion percentage of 36.1.) 


Greise is also among the best as a scrambler- 
runner. (Note: He led the AFL quarterbacks in 
rushing, 37 carries for 157 yards and a 4.2 average. 


Griese to Clancy 


The chief recipient for Griese’s tosses was another 
rookie, Split End Jack Clancy. He set a new AFL 
rookie pass-catching record. (Note: 67 receptions, 
good for 868 yards and two touchdowns. Compare 
this with 1966 .. . Dave Kocourek led in pass 
receiving with 27 receptions.) 


Over the entire Season, statistics would indicate 
that the running game was not quite as good as 
in 1966. But it was better at the end cf the season 
when Stan (Bronk) Mitchell was made the first 
team fullback and Jack Harper the number one 
running back. And the Dolphins won three of their 
last five games. 


Also returning at quarterback will be Rick N orton, 
the Dolphins number one draft choice two years ago. 
Much handicapped by injuries over the two seasons, 
Norton had an excellent game against Boston last 
year when he completed 19 passes for 216 yards. 
Running back Joe Auer, who had been the team’s 
leading rusher and scorer in 1966, will be striving 
to make a comeback. Sam Price, sidelined near the 
end of the season because of an appendectomy, wil] 
also be very much in the chase to make it at either 
fullback or running back. 


Average Age, 23 

Veterans picked up in the expansion draft did a 
great job for us at times in 1966, but the trend was 
towards youth as the 1967 season progressed. In the 
last five games, the average age of the starting 
backfield of Griese, Mitchell, Harper and Flanker 
Howard Twilley was 23. 

The average age of our starting offensive line at 
the end of the season was 25. Tackle Norm Evans, 
Guard Billy Neighbors and Center Tom Goode gave 
steady performances in the offensive front wall, 
Evans, at 25, is Starting to emerge as a real pro 
offensive tackle. 


Also on the offensive line, Maxie Williams, a 
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two-year regular, is expected to move from tackle 
to guard, Freddie Woodson, guard, was a find as a 
free agent last year. Charles Fowler and Jack Py- 
burn had reserve experience at tackle as rookies, and 
the former is a possibility as a starter. 


As for receivers, Frank Jackson and John 
Roderick join Twilley as flanker possibilities. Both 
have been bothered by injuries and Sickness over 
two seasons. Jackson has seven years of pro ex- 
perience, Roderick is one of the fastest men in 
football. Karl Noonan will be going into his third 
year of pro competition at split end, and Doug 
Moreau, youthful regular at tight end last year will 
be tried at both split end and flanker .-.» but could 
Stay at his old spot too. Bill Darnall, on the taxi 
squad last year, could be a sleeper at split end. 


Defensively, in our front four, rookies John Rich- 
ardson and Jim Riley earned first sring positions as 
the season developed, Richardson at tackle for most 
of the campaign and Riley at end in the latter stages 
of the season. (Note: The average age, by the way, 
of the defensive line at the end of 1967 was 25.) 
Ray Jacobs, who came to us on a trade from Denver, 
had a real fine season at defensive tackle. He was 
our biggest man, in 1967, at 285-pounds. Veteran 
Mel Branch returns at defensive end and he has had 
two steady years for us, Also returning at defensive 
tackle is another vet, Tom Nomina, who was side- 
lined by injuries a good part of the 1967 season, 
and also missed the end of the season in 1966 for 
the same reason. 


Bramlett, All Star Pick 


There is experience in the linebacking corps. The 
best among this group last year was John Bramlett, 
who came to us on a trade from Denver, and for his 
work as a right linebacker was picked for the Al] 
Star game, Frank Emanuel, who had a g00d rookie 
season for Miami, in 1966, at middle linebacker, was 
bothered by a series of minor injuries last year. 
Bob Bruggers, a Second year man, came off the 
taxi esquad to appear to advantage in late season 
at left linebacker. Wahoo McDaniel, one of the best 
known veterans in the AFL, saw a Majority of 
action at middle linebacker. Tom Erlandson, a six- 
year vet, who has started the majority of games 
for two seasons at left linebacker, was Sidelined at 
the end of last season because of a toe operation. 
Jerry Hopkins, who has had five years of experience 
and can play either the middle or outside, is another 
returnee, (Note: The average age of the three start- 
Ing linebackers in the last game of 1967, Bramlett, 
Emanuel, and Bruggers, was 24.) 


A bright spot in the two years of the Dolphins

existence has been the work of cornerbacks Dick 
Westmoreland and Jim Warren. Both have done a 
good job most of the time. Warren was picked to 
play in the AFL All Star game after the 1966 season, 
and Westmoreland after last year’s campaign. Not 
incidentally, Westmoreland tied for the league lead 
In interceptions last year. (Note: He had 10, was 
tied with Miller Farr, Houston, and Tom Janik, 
Buffalo.) 

Willie West, a veteran of the expansion draft, 
like Warren and Westmoreland, had a fine season 
with the Dolphins in 1966 as he performed at the 
weak safety spot. Last year, however, he suffered 
a shoulder separation during the exhibition season, 
and didn’t return until late in the schedule. Bob 
Petrella, and Bob Neff, both second year men, 
played at various times at both safety positions, 
and Tom Beier, a rookie a year ago, saw duty at 
strong safety. Mack Lamb is another rookie defen- 
sive back of a year ago who is returning. (Note: 
The average age of the starting deep defensive 
backs in the last game of 1967, Warren, Westmore- 
land, Neff and Petrella, was 25.) 


A Good Draft 


As for what we think was a very good draft... 
well, thanks to previous trades the Dolphins had 
six picks on the first three rounds. Syracuse All 
America F.B. Larry Csonka (235-pounds) and offen- 
Sive tackle Doug Crusan (255), Indiana, came on the 
first round, Linebacker Jimmy Keyes (220), Ole 
Miss, and End Jim Cox (230), Miami, Fla., were 
both drafted the second time around. (Note: Cox, 
a split end in college is expected to be a tight end 
with the Dolphins.) On the third round, we acquired 
Jim Urbanek (250), defensive tackle from Ole Miss, 
and Dick Anderson (200), an All American safety- 
man from Colorado. Jim Kiick (210), Wyoming’s 
leading ground-gainer, operating from halfback, 
came on the fifth round, and we had two picks on 
the sixth round, Kim Hammond (190), second team 
All America quarterback from Florida State, and 
Jimmy Hines (180), speedster from Texas Southern. 
The latter did not play college football, but we have 
to be interested in his speed as a possible flanker 
as he is a co-holder of the world’s record in the 
100-yard dash, having been timed in 9.1. 

With the addition of three National Football 
League teams in pre-season contests, Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and Atlanta, our schedule becomes 
more interesting, and all of us, the offensive players, 
the defensive players, the coaches, and the front 
office hope our team will be more interesting too.

He has never made an end sweep, nor a tackle. 
He has never thrown a pass or a block. But as the 
Dolphins head into their third season, most South 
Florida sports fans are aware that the number one 
Dolphin, in the Miami Dolphins football organiza- 
tion, is President and General Manager, Joseph 
Robbie. 


He is the man most responsible for the existence 
of the Dolphins as a major league franchise. And 
since the Dolphins have become a reality, on August 
16, 1965, he has made every major administrative 


ing that his preparation a8 a sports fan and owner 
began when he was 14 years old. Back then, he was 
the sports editor of the weekly Sisseton Journal 
Press. 


He is frequently heard as a speaker on TV, and 
at many sports banquets in the Miami area as he 
expouses the cause of the Dolphins. He has had good 
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preparation as a speaker too. When he was a student 
at the University of South Dakota, he was a nationai 
debating and oratory champion. And he has had 
many years of experience as a trial lawyer with an 
extensive general practice. 


Mr. Robbie began his collegiate studies at North- 
ern State Teachers College in South Dakota and 
continued them at the University of South Dakota. 
From the latter institution, he received his AB and 
LLB degrees. He was president of the student £OV- 
ernment at both schools. He finished his law studies 
after returning from service in World War II. 


Mr. Robbie enlisted in the United States Navy on 
December 8, 1941, and served until late in 1945. He 
received the bronze star and served in five invasions 
in the South Pacific. He later served as an intellj- 
fence officer in the active Naval Reserve. 


He began his law practice in Mitchell, South 
Dakota, and while there was Democratic State Chair- 
man and a representative in the South Dakota Leg- 
islature. He moved to Minneapolis in 1951 to become 
Regional Counsel of the Office of Price Stabilization, 
and later served as Regional Director. He was a 
charter member of the Twin Cities Metropolitan 
Planning Commission and was the first chairman 
of the Minnesota Municipal Commission, a State 
Agency created by a law which was drafted by 
Mr. Robbie as legal counsel to the Minnesota Leg- 
islature. 

Mr. Robbie served as Special Counsel to the United 
States Senate Committee, which considered and rec- 
ommended creation of the Department of Urban 
Affairs in the President’s Cabinet, under President 
John F, Kennedy, in 1961. This Department was 
subsequently established.

The first person hired by President and General 
Manager Joseph Robbie, after he acquired the Mi- 
ami Dolphins franchise In late summer of 1965, was 
Joe Thomas, as Executive Assistant and Director of 
Player Personnel. It thus became Thomas’ job to 
secure the players to build Miami’s AFL entry into 
a championship contender, 


It was the second time that Thomas was handed 
such an assignment. In 1960, he was the first person 
hired by the Minnesota Vikings and as director of 
player personnel, it was his job to build the Vikings 
into an NFL contender. 

As a result of his work with the Vikings and the 
past three years with the Dolphins, Thomas is 
recognized as a most astute judge of football talent. 
In 1966, before the merger of the AFL and NFL, 
he was able to sign 11 of his top 20 collegiate draft 
choices. The thirty-one veterans he selected from 
other AFL teams in the expansion draft, included 
19 who had been regulars and several who had gained 
all-league recognition. 


Six Picks, First Three Rounds 


This past January, the Dolphins, because of previ- 
ous judicious trading, were able to make six draft 
Selections in the first three rounds, and overall his 
work was generally acclaimed for having secured the 
best draft of players since the Miami team has been 
in existence, 


Thomas, 46 and a bachelor, is a native of Warren, 
Ohio. He was graduated from Ohio Northern Univer- 
Sily in 1948. He holds both a masters and a directors 
degree from Indiana University. 

An outstanding end at Ohio Northern, Thomas also 
played end for the Navy’s Great Lakes team. His 
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end coach there was Weeb Ewhank, now coach of 
the New York Jets. 

Following his tour of Navy duty, Thomas began 
his coaching career as a high school football mentor 
in New Albany and Rensselear, both in Indiana. He 
began his college coaching at DePauw in Indiana, 
where he was an assistant in football and basketball 
and head baseball coach. After four years at DePauw, 
he moved to Indiana University as an assistant in 
football and basketball.

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GEORGE WILSON 
Miami Dolphins Head Coach 


George Wilson has been in pro football 32 years 
as a player, assistant coach and head coach. And 
earlier he was a gridiron star in high school, prep 
school and college. 


He first played for Austin High School in his 
native Chicago. Then came a year at St. John’s 
Military Academy, in Wisconsin, after which he 
enrolled at Northwestern University. With the wild- 
cats he was a big standout at end. He was graduated 
from Northwestern in 1937. 


His pro career began that fall with the Chicago 
Bears, and from 1987 through 1946 he was a star 
end for Coach George Halas’ team. In those 10 years 
he caught 111 passes for 1,342 yards and 15 touch- 
downs. He also ran for three TD’s, once with an 
intercepted pass. 

In 1947 and 1948, he was an assistant coach with 
the Bears. He began a most successful association 
with the Detroit Lions in 1949. He was first an as- 
sistant coach through the 1956 season. He became 
head coach in 1957. 


NFL “Coach of Year’’ 


In his very first year as head man, the Lions won 
the National Football League championship, and 
George was named NFL “Coach of the Year.” In 
most of his eight seasons as head coach of Detroit, 
he was associated with winning teams. For three 
straight years, 1960-62, the Lions finished second 
in the rugged Western Division, and each time cap- 
ped this by winning the Play-Off Bowl, in Miami. 
In eight years under Wilson, the Lions won 57 games, 
lost 45, and tied six. 
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In 1965, George was an assistant coach with the 
Washington Redskins. On Jan. 29, 1966, President 
und General Manager J oseph Robbie announced that 
Wilson had been named head football coach of the 
Miami Delphins. 

In making the announcement Robbie said: “George 
Wilson has had one of the brightest records in pro- 
fessional football. He has coached a champion and 
is capable of producing another. He played in the 
Big Ten in his college days, and since then has had 
ulmost three decades with the pros during its period 
af development as America’s most exciting sport. 
(ieorge Wilson is still a young man looking for new 
worlds to conquer. There is just such a challenge 
for him in Miami.” 

High on his list of coaching accomplishments has 
lo be his work with the Dolphins in their first two 
neasons. The seven victories achieved in this period 
in the most ever in the first two years of an expan- 
xion team in major pro football] circles. As a coach, 
Wilson is very much a man’s man, and one who has 
wood rapport and the respect of his players. 

Wilscn’s wife Claire was his high school sweet- 
heart. They attended Austin High and later North- 
western together. They have five children, four girls 
und a boy. The oldest, Mrs. Sue Berwick lives in 
Miami.

LES BINGAMAN 
(illinois, 1947) 


Lester Bingaman, defensive line coach, is generally 
wiver. credit for helping revolutionize pro football 
defenses. A three-time all-pro performer during his 
seven years with the Detroit Lions, Bingaman was 
one of the first big, but quick defenders. 

A native of MacKenzie, Tennessee, Bingaman 
pluyed on championship teams in high school, college 
und in the pros. In 1941, playing for Lew Wallace 
lligh in Gary, Indiana, Bingaman and his team-~ 
mates brought home the state championship. In his 
senior year at Illinois, the Illini won the Big Ten 
title and the 1947 Rose Bowl game. During his career 
with the Lions, Detroit won three Western Confer- 
ence titles and two National League championships. 

Bingaman was a third round draft pick of the 
Lions in 1948. It was while he was a player with

the Lions that Bingaman formed a friendship with 
Dolphins head coach George Wilson. The latter was 
then an assistant coach at Detroit. Later, 1960 
throvgh 1964, Bingaman served as the Lions’ defen- 
Sive line coach under head coach Wilson, 

When Bingaman first came to the Lions he was 
a two-way performer, playing guard and sometimes 
center on offense, and a middle guard on defense. 
But his fame spread later as a most effective middle 
guard. 

George Halas, legendary coach of the Chicago 
Bears, once said about Bing: “When Bingaman’s 
plugging the middle, the attacking team has to work 
against what amounts to a 12-man defense.” 

Bingaman, 42, is married and a South Miami home 
owner. 


ERNIE HEFFERLE 
(Duquesne, 1938) 


Offensive line coach Ernie Hefferle, 58, has been 
a coach for 31 years on the high school, collegiate 
and professional levels. The son of a coal miner, 
Hefferle was born January 12, 1915 in Herminie, 
Pennsylvania, a town 20 miles east of Pittsburgh. He 
aitended Sewickley Township High, then scrimmaged 
his way to a scholarship at Duquesne. An end, Hef- 
ferle played under four different head coaches. In 
his senior year, he helped Duquesne upset a great 
Rose Bowl-bound Pittsburgh team 7-0. He capped 
his career with a last-second, 72-yard pass reception 
that downed Mississippi State 14-18 in the ’38 Orange 
Bowl game. 

Hefferle’s coaching career started at South Hun- 
tington Township High (4 years) then progressed 
to Tarentum High (2 years). Three years of Navy 
Pre-Flight duty came next, then four more years 
at Tarentum. A bid to coach at the University of 
Pittsburgh lasted nine years—from 1950 through 
1958. There he developed three All-America ends: 
Joe Walton, John Paluck and Mike Ditka. 
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In 1959, Hefferle joined the Washington Redskins 
as line coach. In 1960, he took over as head coach 
at Boston College and stayed two seasons. Another 
three-year stay at Pittsburgh came in 1962-64 before 
a switch to the professional Steelers in 1965. He 
joined the Dolphins in March, 1966. 


The Hefferles (she’s the former Elizabeth Ovsec 
of Greensburg, Pa.) celebrated their 26th wedding 
anniversary last December 31. The family includes a 
married daughter, Mrs. Yvonne Cadwallader of Las 
Vegas, Nevada; Cheryle, a school teacher at Whis- 
pering Pines in Cutler Ridge: and Jean, 16, a junior- 
to-be at Palmetto High. 


JOHN IDZIK 
(Maryland, 1951) 


John Idzik enters his 17th year as a coach this 
fall, although he only recently turned 40 years of 
age. Now in third year as offensive backfield coach 
for the Dolphins, Idzik also has 12 years as a college 
coach and two in service football to his credit. 


A Philadelphia native, Idzik was one of the most 
honored high school players in that city’s history. 
A 150-pound halfback for Northeast Catholic High, 
he won every honor available and was offered base- 
ball contracts by seven big league teams. But he 
chose football and the University of Maryland. He 
won four straight football letters and three in base- 
ball. In two Gator Bowl appearances with the Terps, 
Idzik intercepted four passes, the first pair off 
Georgia All-America Johnny Rauch. Rauch is now 
coach of the AFL champion Oakland Raiders. 

Idzik began his coaching career at Maryland in 
1951, then entered the Marine Corps for a two-year 
tour at Quantico and Parris Island. He was all-Ma- 
rine as a halfback, quarterback and defensive back, 
in addition to coaching. 

In 1954-55, he was backfield coach at the Uni-

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versity of Tennessee. He also put in a stint with 
the Ottawa Rough Riders of the Canadian League 
before returning to Maryland as backfield coach 
In 1956. 

Idzik moved to the University of Detroit in 1960, 
where he became head coach in 1962. When Detroit 
discontinued football in 1964, he became offensive 
coach at Tulane. He was named backfield coach for 
the Dolphins in February, 1966. 


Married 14 years to the former Joyce Hoppen- 
steadt, Idzik’s children are Cindy, 9; John 7; and 
Joy, 3. 


TOM KEANE 
(West Virginia, 1948) 


Defensive backfield coach Tom Keane has been 
connected with pro football since he was 20 years 
old. That year, 1948, he reported to the Los Angeles 
Rams training camp for the first of his nine big 
league seasons. He became a defensive regular in 
his third year with the Rams, then was traded to 
the newly-formed Dallas Texans in 1952. When the 
Texans were moved to Baltimore in 1953, Keane 
went along, being named to the all-pro team at left 
safety. 

All-pro honors came again in 1954 at Baltimore. 
In 1955, Keane was traded to the Chicago Cardinals. 
A pre-season knee injury ended his career prema- 
turely in 1956. 

The coaching career started then, with the Car- 
dinals the first stop. Then came Calgary of the 
Canadian League, then a post as coach and general 
manager of the Wheeling Ironmen of the United 
League. Three years at Wheeling produced seasons 
of 8-4, 18-1 and 7-7 and two league titles. 

In 1965, coach Buddy Parker called and it was off 
to Pittsburgh as the Steelers’ defensive backfield 
coach. He joined the Dolphins in early 1966 in the 
same capacity. 

Keane, who will be 42 on September 7, is a native 
of Bellaire, Ohio, the middle of three athletic boys. 
His older brother Jim went to Iowa and then played 
seven years with the Chicago Bears and Green Bay 
Packers. Jim made all-pro twice and once led the 
National Football league in receiving. Brother Mike 
played football at Ohio State. 

Keane attended Linsly Military Institute before 
helping quarterback Ohio State to a national cham- 
pionship as a freshman in 1944. He then went into 
the service, spending 20 months in the Navy in the 
South Pacific. He returned to the University of 
West Virginia for the next two football seasons. In 
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19.47, he finished second in the nation in punting 
With an average over 42 yards. Keane bypassed his 
final year of eligibility to sign with the Rams. 

In two seasons, three of Keane’s pupils have been 
honored by being asked to play in the AFT, All-Star 
game. One, corner back Dick Westmoreland, tied 
for the league leadership in interceptions in 1967. 
Another, J immy Warren, led the league in intercep- 
tion return yardage in 1966. 

The Keane family includes Candi, 15; Tommy, 12; 
Timmy, 8; and Mary, 17 months.

Feb. 23—J oseph Robbie, Minneapolis lawyer, was 
requested by a client he was then representing 
in a business transaction in Miami to ascertain 
whether or not an AFT, franchise was available 
for Philadelphia. He agreed to contact AFT, 
Commissioner Joe Foss, a former college class- 
mate and legislative colleague in South 
Dakota.

Nov. 26—Dolphins Snapped eight-game losing streak 
by defeating Buffalo, 17-14 in final minute on 
pass from Bob Griese to Howard Twilley. 

Dec. 10—Bob Griese led Dolphins to record 41 points 
and first triumph over San Diego, which 
Scored 24. It was Miami’s highest point total 
in 85 games, including pre-season. 

Dec. 17—Dolphins scored record 28 points in second 
quarter, went on to defeat Boston Patriots for 
first time, 41-32. It was second straight home 
victory and fourth of season, bettering 1966 
win total. 

Dec. 27—Quarterback John Stofa was traded to new 
Cincinnati Bengals for first and second round 
bonus draft picks.
